(Editor’s  Note:  Below  we  reprint 
from  the  National  Baptist  Voice,  Ne¬ 
gro  Baptist  paper,  an  article  by  Joe 
Barbour  concerning  Copenhagen  and 
the  alleged  plot  to  segregate  the  Ne¬ 
groes  who  attended  the  Baptist  World 
Alliance.  Being  a  Negro  Mr.  Barbour 
speaks  from  the  Negro  viewpoint  and 
gives  the  lie  to  those  who  tried  to 
convict  Southern  Baptists  of  unjust 
and  untrue  charges). 

Naturally  when  a  group  of  Negroes 
is  attending  a  White  Meeting  the 
question  always  leaps  up  as  to  how 
they  are  received.  The  Newspapers 
were  filled  with  stories  about  at¬ 
tempted  segregation  at  the  Congress 
and  were  swamped  with  questions 
about  this  6n  our  return.  Tommy  rot! 
All  tommy  rot!  The  simple  facts  are 
these.  Some  Negroes  who  did  not  want 
to  go  with  us  but  wanted  to  be  with 
the  white  folks  on  the  Queen  Eliza¬ 
beth  were  glvn  the  cold  shoulder  oq 
the  boat.  As  soon  as  we  pulled  into 
Copenhagen  they  filled  our  ears  with 
this  mess  and  wanted  us  to  start  a 
hullabaloo  about  it.

The  Wednesday  evening  session  was 
featured  by  reports  from  the  Home 
Mission  Board  and  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  and  war  climaxed  by  a 
thought-provoking  message  from  Dr. 
John  D.  Freonan.  of  Atlanta.  Oa. 

Dr.  Freeman  said  that  Mississippi 
Baptists  must  strengthen  the  home 
front  tuid  among  suggestions  to  ac¬ 
complish  this  purpose  he  Included  ex¬ 
tension  work  by  dty  churches  and  a 
stronger,  better  prepared  group  of 
ministers  for  rural  field. 

Be  said  3,5M  soethem  Baptists  had 
gone  from  part-time  to  fulltime  within 
the  past  five  years,  but  that  this  bene¬ 
ficial  development  had  left  vacancies 
in  3.500  rural  pulpits. 

The  convention  sigreed  to  grant  per¬ 
mission  for  a  campaign  to  be  con¬ 
ducted  by  Mississippi  Woman’s  College 
to  raise  the  quarter  of  a  million  dol¬ 
lars  in  order  that  the  school’s  en¬ 
dowment  might  meet  the  Southern 
Association’s  requirement  Similar 
campaigns  for  enlargement  purposes 
have  been  granted  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege  and  Clarke  Memorial  College  in 
recent  years  by  the  convention. 

A  special  committee  to  study  the 
activities  and  to  review  the  workings 
of  the  Convention  Board  and  its  exe¬ 
cutive  offices  was  nominated  by  the 
convention’s  nominating  committee,  of 
which  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Thompson  is 
chairman.  Members  of  this  special 
committee  are  Dr.  F.  M.  Pursed,  Ox¬ 
ford,  chairman;  Henry  Edmonds, 
Jackson;  the  Rev.  O.  C.  Hodge,  Gulf¬ 
port;  the  Rev.  F.  K.  Horton,  Clarks- 
dale;  the  Rev.  Wayne  Todd  Jackson; 
the  Rev.  Reece  Rogers,  Collins,  and 
Harry  Smallwood.  Laurel. 

Following  the  appointment  of  the 
committee.  Dr.  D.  A.  McCall,  executive 
secretary,  took  the  floor  to  reiterate 
statements  made  earlier  in  the  con- 
cention  to  the  effect  that  he  would 
welcome  the  work  of  the  study  com¬ 
mittee. 

In  appreciation  of  the  loyalty  and 
untiring  efforts  of  the  late  Thomas  M. 
Hederman,  Sr.,  the  convention  voted 
to  set  aside  a  full  page  in  the  min¬ 
utes  of  the  113th  annual  convention  as 
a  memorial  to  Mr.  Hederman. 

The  convention  took  this  action 
after  Dr.  W.  A.  Sullivan,  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  in  Natchez,  of¬ 
fered  a  resolution  requesting  the  ac¬ 
tion.  Dr.  Sullivan  pointed  out  that  Mr. 
Hederman  had  been  loyal  and  faith¬ 
ful  to  the  Baptist  denomination  He 
said  that  he  had  been  very  generous 
both  with  his  time  and  money  for  the 
church.  He  pointed  out  that  as  editor 
of  The  Clarion-Ledger,  Mr.  Hederman 
had  for  many  years  given  of  the  space 
in  the  paper’s  columnb  to  further  the 
work  of  the  Baptist  denomination. 

The  Convention  also  voted  to  set 
aside  a  special  page  in  the  minutes  for 
Miss  Margaret  Lackey  who  served  for 
18  years  with  the  Mississippi  W.  M.  U. 
Another  page  is  to  be  dedicated  to 
Lather  Harrison.  Secretary  of  Musie. 


The  convention  gave  a  rising  vote 
of  thanks  to  John  D.  Davis,  of  Green¬ 
ville,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Convention  Board  for  14  years  and 
president  of  the  board  for  ten  years. 

When  the  desires  and  intentiens  ad 
Davis  Memorial  Charch  and  the  Bap- 
ttst  Orphanage  could  net  be  clarified 
as  to  building  agreements,  the  eenven- 
tion  tabled  two  motions  related  to  the 
matter  and  postponed  action. 

The  matter  was  again  brought  up 
on  Thursday  morning  and  after  a 
lenghty  discussion  the  following  reso¬ 
lution  was  passed: 

*Be  it  Resolved  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Baptist  Orphanage  has 
no  authority,  nor  has  any  other  agency 
ef  the  denomination,  any  authority 
te  donate  any  of  the  funds  on  hand 
towards  the  building  of  the  new 
charch  of  the  Davis  Memorial  Baptist 
Church,  since  these  funds  were  de- 
nated  specifically  to  the  Orphanage, 
bat  we  are  in  sympathy  with  the 
building  program  ef  said  church  and 
are  grateful  for  the  assistance  and 
cooperation  with  the  Orphanage  in 
the  past,  and  wiD  be  glad  to  go  into 
conference  with  the  officials  of  said 
church  in  seeing  what  can  be  done 

te  make  this  building  program  a  sue- 

- *• 

Cess. 

Then  the  Convention  adopted  the 
following  motion: 

"That  we  instruct  our  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  Board  at  its  December  meet¬ 
ing  to  make  a  gift,  from  surplus  on 
hand  or  other  funds  yet  to  be  received, 
to  the  building  fund  of  the  Davis  Me¬ 
morial  Baptist  Church  and  that  the 
amount  of  said  gift  be  as  large  as 
possible  in  the  light  of  all  the  var¬ 
ious  needs.” 

The  convention  also  voted  to  name 
its  secretary,  the  Rev.  George  Gay,  of 
Ripley,  as  the  official  reporter  for 
the  convention  and  to  channel  press 
releases  through  him. 

The  Rev.  C.  H.  Molpus  of  Belzoni 
presented  the  nominations  committee 
report  on  educational  institutions’  and 
boards  of  trustees.  The  list  of  tnistees 
elected  appears  on  another  page. 

At  the  morning  session  Wednesday. 
Baptists  beard  two  outstanding  ad¬ 
dresses  on  a  program  largely  devoted 
to  Christian  Education. 

Dr.  W.  E.  Greene,  new  {Resident  of 
the  convention,  spoke  on  Christian 
Education,  and  Dr.  Roland  Q.  Leavell, 
president  of  the  New  Orleans  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary,  discussed  Theo¬ 
logical  education.  Remarks  of  both 
men  indicated  that  the  South,  and 
especisdly  Mississippi,  present  great 
challenge  and  opportunity  for  Chris¬ 
tian  and  ministerial  education. 

Dr.  Greene  stressed  the  point  that 
Mississippi,  fast  becoming  an  indus¬ 
trial  area  and  with  four  charch 
schools,  occupied  a  strategic  position 
in  Christian  ieaderdiip  by  reason  of 
her  educational  facilities. 

He  reviewed  the  programs  of  the 
four  Baptist  colleges  of  the  state  and 
called  attention  to  the  need  for  a 
large  central  Baptist  university  in  Mis¬ 
sissippi. 

"Theological  education  must  not  only 
be  Christ-centered  but  world  wide  in 
circumference,”  said  Dr.  Leavell. 

The  speaker  urged  that  ministerial 
■tndente  take  in  college  a  well-ronnd- 
ed  general  cense  to  include  English, 
history  and  economics,  before  specialis¬ 
ing  in  ihoologieal  subjeets  at  a  semi¬ 
nary. 

“Surely  today  the  SOth  Century  is 
the  eentury  of  opportimlty  for  our  peo¬ 


ple,"  he  stated.  "We  need  prophets 
of  Intellect  as  well  as  of  consecration 
of  mind  and  spirit." 

Dr.  Leavell  pointed  out  that  the  Bible 
Is.  the  center  of  the  curriculum  for  the 
theological  schools.  He  said  that  the 
three  seminaries  of  Southern  Baptists 
were  supplying  preachers  and  reli¬ 
gious  educational  workers  throughout 
the  world. 

During  the  morning  ^ort  reports 
from  the  presidents  of  all  the  Baptist 
college  sand  from  representatives  of 
the  seminaries  were  heard. 

The  colleges  were  represented  in  the 
following  order:  Dr.  Lawrence  T. 
Lowrey,  for  Blue  Mountain;  Rev.  W.  L. 
Compere,  for  Clarke  Memorial;  Dr.  D. 
M.  Nelson,  for  Mississippi  College;  Dr. 

I  E.  Rouse,  for  Mississippi  College. 

Greetings  from  the  Seminaries  were 
brought  by  Roland  Q.  Leavell  of  New 
Orleans  Baptist  Seminary;  Olin  T. 
Binkley  of  Southern;  and  Joe  Davis 
Heacock  of  Southwestern. 

The  work  of  Blue  Mountain  Col¬ 
lege  and  Mississippi  Woman’s  College 
was  commended  in  the  report  of  the 
Committee  to  Review  the  Report  of 
the  Education  Cenunittce  and  read  by 
C.  B.  Hamlett  111.  The  report  also 
commended  the  work  of  the  three  Se¬ 
minaries. 

Fred  T.  Bookter  presented  the  re¬ 
port  on  Education  of  Negro  Ministers, 
which  was  adopted. 

"We  do  not  conslffer  it  wise  to  have 
an  over-all  Board  of  Control  for  our 
colleges  at  this  time,”  reported  the 
^?ecial  Committee  to  Study  Christian 
Education.  R.  D.  Pearson  read  the 
report.  Other  recommendations  were: 

1.  That  it  is  wise  for  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists  to  have  various  types  of  schools, 
large  and  small,  co  -  educational  and 
all  -  girl;  2.  That  a  committee 
be  appointed  to  study  the 
Education  and  all-girl;  2.  That  a  com¬ 
mittee  be  appointed  to  study  the 
charter  of  the  Education' Commission 
and  bring  to  the  1949  Convention 
such  recommendations  as  may  seem 
advisable  concerning  the  charter. of 
the  Education  Commission;  3.  The  al¬ 
locations  for  Christian  Education  from 
the  Cooperative  Program  be  studied 
in  the  light  of  the  size  of  student 
bodies,  endowment,  other  income  and 
all  factors  for  a  fair  distribution  of 
funds;  4.  That  the  Convention  look 
forward  to  and  make  plans  ior  a  con¬ 
certed  long-range  program  for  endow¬ 
ment  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of 
our  schools. 

Prof.  Norman  O’Neal,  reporting  for 
the  Board  of  Minuterial  Education 
said  that  the  greatest  need  at  both 
Clarke  and  Mississippi  colleges  is  for 
more  apartments.  This  year  a  num¬ 
ber  of  students  were  tamed  away  for 
lack  of  space.  The  Board  of  Minuterial 
Education  is  the  agency  through  which 
Mississippi  Baptists  aid  needy  minis¬ 
terial  students  in  getting  a  college 
education.  Requirements  are:  The  ap¬ 
plicant  must  be  a  licensed  Baptist 
preacher;  he  must  not  use  tobacco. 
Help  is  available  either  at  Clarke  or 
Mississippi  College.  The  Board  now  has 
accomodations  for  32  families  at 
Clarke,  and  for  23  at  MissisBippi  Col¬ 
lege.  There  are  135  ministerial  stu¬ 
dents  at  Clarke  and  IM  at  Mississippi 
College. 

In  one  of  the  most  fervent  speeches 
delivered  to  the  convention  Dr.  Her¬ 
bert  Lang,  president  of  the  Mississip¬ 
pi  Baptist  Seminary  system,  spoke 
feelingly  of  the  need  for  better  prepa¬ 
ration  of  Negro  preachers. 

He  told  of  the  white  mao  and  the 


colored  man  who  were  fishing,  the 
Negro  fell  out  of  the  boat  and  almost 
at  the  cost  of  his  life  the  white  man 
rescued  him.  When  chided  kbout  being 
a  Negro-lover  he  replied: 

"I  am  noi  a  Negro-lover.  He  had  the 
baiL"

Dr.  Lang  reported  eight  seminary 
centers  now  in  operation-three  operat¬ 
ing  fulltime  at  Jackson,  Hattiesburg 
and  Prentiss-five  operating  half  -  time 
at  Greenville,  LexlngUm,  Indianola, 
Sardis,  and  Magnolia.  Students  en¬ 
rolled  total  154.  There  were  six  centers 
with  Christian  Workers  courses  for 
20  weeks  in  Indianola,  Brookhaven, 
Columbia,  Hattiesburg.  McComb,  Mag¬ 
nolia  with  a  combined  enrollment  of 
182.  The  teaching  staff  consisted  of 
35  workers  of  whom  20  were  white. 
There  were  63  graduates  as  follows: 
Busy  Pastor’s  Certificate  18;  Bache¬ 
lor  of  Theology  degree  8. 

Centers  in  operatiun  for  1948-49  in¬ 
clude:  Jackson,  Itta  Bena.  Sardis,  Hat¬ 
tiesburg,  Prentiss,  Greenville,  Gulfport, 
Canton.  Three  Bible  Institutes  were 
held  at  Magnolia.  Gulfport  and  Ma¬ 
gee  with  a  total  enrolbnent  of  236. 
Dr.  Lang  also  reported  25  Vacation 
Bible  Schools  with  an  enroUnsent  of 
1447  children  and  75  adults,  196  pro¬ 
fessions  and  1219  certificates  issued. 

G.  C.  Hodge  presented  the  report 
of  the  Committee  to  Review  the  Con¬ 
vention  Board  Report.  All  departments 
were  commended  for  their  xcllnt  work 
and  gratitude  was  expressed  for  the 
fact  that  th  report  Indicated  the  larg¬ 
est  number  of  additions  in  the  history 
of  Mississippi  Baptists. 

’The  Committee  also  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  past  year  was  the 
greatest  year  from  a  financial  stand¬ 
point  and  recommended  that  in  1949 
receipts  be  divided  45  per  cent  for 
Southwide  causes  and  55  for  State 
work  and  suggested  that  1950  receipts 
be  divided  50-50.

Dr.  Sadler  To  Speak 
On  Missionary  Day  at 
N.  O.  Seminary 

Dr.  George  W.  Sadler,  European  re- 
preaenUUve  of  the  Southern  Baptlat 
Foreign  Miaslon  Board,  arlll  be  the 
principal  speaker  at  the  New  Orleans 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary’s  Mis¬ 
sionary  Day  program  December  2.  He 
has  recently  returned  from  a  tour  of 
the  mission  fields  in  Europe. 

Three  times  during  the  school  year, 
outstanding  missionaries,  pastors  and 
denominational  workers  are  secured  to 
lead  the  entire  Seminary  family  into 
a  better  understanding  of  and  devo¬ 
tion  to  the  missionary  enterprise  of 
Southern  Baptists.  This  day  proves  to 
be  the  occasion  for  many  decisions  for 
the  Home  and  Foreign  fields. 

In  1914  Dr.  Sadler  was  appointed 
as  a  missionary  to  Nigeria,  West  Africa, 
but  he  entered  the  Army  during  his 
first  furlough  and  served  as  a  chap¬ 
lain  with  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces  in' 1918-19.  In  1920  Dr.  Sadler 
returned  to  Nigeria  as  principal  of  the 
Baptist  College  and  Seminary  at  Og- 
bomosho,  where  he  served  until  1932. 
He  has  held  pastorates  in  Baptist 
churches  in  Kentucky  and  Missouri.

ed  by  him  for  Kingdom  work.

They 
included  ^  state  evangelistic  con¬ 
ference  at  Columbus  the  first  week  in 
March  1949,  a  series  of  one-day  evan¬ 
gelistic  meetings,  to  be  led  by  Dr.  R. 
O.  Lee  of  Memphis,  throughout  the 
state  and  several  weeks  of  simultan¬ 
eous  revivals,  all  of  which  are  to  lead 
up  to  the  Southwide  Baptist  revival 
slated  for  1951.

,  sary  follow:

Dr.  J.  L.  Boyd  made  the  report  for 
the  Baptist  Historical  Society  and 
urged  that  all  minutes  and  historical 
data  be  sent  to  him  at  Clinton  where 
It  would  be  safely  kept  in  the  fire¬ 
proof  vaults. 

Dr.  Merrill  D.  Moore,  Director  of 
Promotion,  and  Associate  Secretary  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptist  Convention  spoke  on  the 
Co-operative  Program.  He  emphasized 
its  wprld-wlde  scope,  the  need  for 
larger  enlistment  of  Baptists  and  the 
needs  of  a  lost  world.

At  the  Wednesday  evening  session 
one  of  the  most  interesting  addresses 
of  the  convention  was  made  by  C.  K. 
Rand  of  the  Baptist  Rescue  Mission, 
New  Orleans.  A  former  CathoUc.  Mr. 
Rand  gave  Interesting  information 
about  Catholic  practices.  Preceeding 
his  address.  Dr.  L.  E.  Green  ctdled  at¬ 
tention  to  the  printed  report  of  the 
Hcnne  Mission  Board  and  moved  its 
adc^tion. 

Dr.  W.  A.  BcD  yielded  his  time  for 
the  presentation  *1  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sioa  report  to  Dr.  Frank  K.  Means  of 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  staff.  Dr. 
Means  made  a  feeling  presentation  of 
the  need  for  enlarged  support  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  work.  Having  visited 
many  of  Foreign  fields  he  gave  first 
hand  information  of  the  opportunities 
and  needs  there. 

Rev.  H.  A.  Hunderup,  a  former  Mis¬ 
sissippi  pastA,  spwke  on  the  work  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Relief  Center, 
Decrying  hit  or  miss  relief  methods  he 
said,  “The  girl  who  courts  hit  or  miss 
usually  doesn’t  hit  and  remains  a 
Miss.” 

Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Night 
was  climaxed  with  a  challenging  ad¬ 
dress  on  "The  Meaning  of  Mlsisons” 
by  Dr.  John  D.  Preemtm  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board. 

Calling  for  "world  conquest”  as  the 
ultimate  goal,  he  quoted  John  3:16  as 
meaning  that  the  world  is  our  field  in¬ 
sofar  as  Southern  Baptists  are  con¬ 
cerned. 

Toward  the  climax  of  his  messab* 
he  pointed  to  the  meaning  mt  missions, 
the  method  of  missions  the  might  of 
missions  and  the  majesty  of  missiona 

Emphasizing  the  importance,  of 
home  missions  in  oar  program  of  world 
conquest  Dr.  Freeman  pictured  the 
homeland  as  the  base  of  foreign  mis¬ 
sion  operations.  He  mentioned  the 
matter  of  fortifying  the  homeland 
still  further,  stating  that  we  needed 
more  instead  of  larger  city  ehurehes 
and  more  pastors  for  our  rural 
ehurehes. 

He  pointed  out  that  there  are  now 
large  areas  in  our  southern  cities  not 


■erred  by  a  BapUst  church  and  that 
many  of  our  rural  churches  are  pas¬ 
tor!^  In  diseussing  the  rural  church 
situation  he  mentioned  the  fact  that 
the  future  of  the  city  church  depend¬ 
ed  in  large  measure  on  the  present 
status  of  the  country  church.  Dr.  Free¬ 
man  In  his  address  could  not  see  much 
improvement  In  the  rural  church  sit¬ 
uation  until  a  much  larger  number  of 
pastors  began  to  enter  that  field  of 
ministry — much  larger  even  than  the 
present  outlook.  "We  must  somehow 
remove  the  stigma  that  has  been  at¬ 
tached  to  the  term  ‘country  preacher’.” 
the  speaker  declared.  He. mentioned 
still  further  that  other  denominations 
had  taken  over  in  the  rural  areas 
where  we  have  failed  to  establish  work. 

In  discussing  the  urban  situation 
he  pointed  out  that  the  trend  now  ts 
not  toward  larger  city  churches  but 
toward  more  city  churches,  mission 
stations  and  chapels,  reaching  the 
people  where  they  are.  He  gave  figures 
showing  that  more  city  churches  have 
been  organizd  within  the  past  ten 
years  than  in  the  previous  25  years. 

The  special  music  of  the  evening  was 
provided  by  the  very  competent  choir 
of  the  Mississippi  Woman’s  College 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Julia 
Guess. 

The  Convention  approved  the  work 
of  the  Bible  Society  and  urged  that 
offerings  be  made  to  the  Society.  It 
was  also  decided  that  a  suitable  day 
for  a  special  offering  be  designated  by 
the  Convention  Board.

For  the  past  three  years  Brother  Wat¬ 
son,  who  formerly  worked  with  the  Deaf 
people  of  New  Orleans  has  been  pastor 
for  a  group  of  deaf  people  here  who 
are  employed  for  the  most  part  at  the 
Jackson  County  Woolen  Mills. 

We  had  an  arrangement  with  our  State 
Board  whereby  our  church  and  the  Board 
supported  this  work  on  a  fifty-fifty  basis. 
Brother  Watson  came  to  us  once  each 
‘month  and  visited  these  people,  held 
preaching  services  for  them  and  helped 
them  in  their  Sunday  School  work.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  year  he  conducted  a  study  course 
for  them,  and  directed  their  church 
social  activities.  He  visited  their  sick 
and  prayed  with  them  and  performed 
all  the  duties  of  pastor  for  them.  He 
had  greatly  endeared  himself  to  our 
deaf  peopte. 

When  I  Informed  them  of  his  death 
they  were  visibly  shocked  and  I  left 
them  in  tears.  They  at  once  raised 
money  among  themselves  and  sent  flow¬ 
ers. 

Mr.  Watson  had  attended  our  Louis¬ 
ville  and  New  Orleans  Seminaries.  He 
seemed  to  speak  the  sign  language  with 
ease.  I  have  sat  in  his  preaching  serv¬ 
ices  for  the  deaf  through  these  years 
and  watched  the  faces  of  the  deaf  11^ 
up  as  he  spoke  to  them  about  Jesus. 

He  leaves  a  wife  and  three  small  chil¬ 
dren.  Our  church  Is  sending  November 
and  December  salaries  in  to  the  Board 
office  at  once  with  the  hope  that  Dr. 
McCall  will  be  able  to  add  the  Board’s 
payments  for  the  last  two  months  of  the 
year  and  send  to  Mrs.  Watson  who  win 
need  it  at  this  time,  and  Brother  Watson 
certainly  deserves  that  this  be  done  for 
his  fine  works  sake.

No  one  can  attend  this  Banquet  who 
has  not  earned  at  least  one  award 
during  the  year. 

This  yearly  feature  has  greatly 
stimulated  this  part  of  their  work  and 
it  is  paying  off  in  bigger  and  better 
Sunday  Schools.  Other  associations 
might  well  do  likewise. 


Maryland  Goes  50-50 

BALTIMORE,  Md.  _(BP)—  Total 
receipts  of  $147,889  for  the  year  were 
reported  by  the  State  Mission  Board  of 
Maryland  Baptists  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Maryland  Baptist  Union  As¬ 
sociation.  Of  this  amount,  $107,904  was 
for  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Churches  reported  a  total  member¬ 
ship  of  28,585,  sm  increase  of  1,218 
over  the  previous  year. 

A  goal  of  $125,000  for  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  was  adopted  for  1949, 
with  gifts  divided  50  per  cent  to  state 
causes  and  50  per  cent  to  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  causes.  Rev.  E.  E. 
Garland  of  Crisfleld  was  elected  presi¬ 
dent.

I-et  as  take  the  answer  from 
Gearge  Campbell  Morgan;  bnt  first,  let’s 
(•y  together  UWt  SaUa  has  blinded  the 
eyes  of  men  with  reference  to  the  hean- 
brs  of  holiness,  and  callosed  the  hearts 
sf  men  srlth  reference  to  the  feelings  of 
holiness,  and  has  dulled  the  minds  of 
Biea  with  reference  to  the  comprehen- 
rttf.  of  splritnal  truth.  Men  may  make 
■urhed  and  rapid  advances  in  matbe- 
matichl  and  sclenitfic  truth,  in  musle 
ud  art  and  pagan  philosophy,  but  spirits 
ml  truth  Is  hy  the  natural  mind  hut  half 
dtorcrued.  Even  after  conversion  and  the 
arceptauce  of  Christ  as  Saviour,  some 
people  find  spiriinal  lessons  very  hhrd 
to  learn. 

Our  Loid  recognised  the  truth  of  what 
has  but  just  been  said  and  spoke  in 
parables,  so  that  a  CSirlstlan  might  ap¬ 
prehend  some  truth,, an  unbeliever  might 
come  under  c(mvlctlon  concerning  some 
truth,  but  the  stubborn  hearted  ml^t 
have  the  truth  concealed  from  him.

He  could  no 
longer  tell  the  secrets,  reveal  the  mys¬ 
teries,  or  utter  profound  things  In  speech. 
For  them,  therefore,  the  parable,  the 
picture,  was  necessary.  The  method  of 
Christ  with  rebellious  souls  who  have 
become  gross  of  heart,  dull  of  bearing, 
willfully  blind,  is  the  hiding  of  the  mys¬ 
teries  which  would  affright  and  offend 
them,  and  the  presenting  of  pictures 
which  would  Invite  and  suggest.

These  questloas  were  discussed  at  a 
day-long  s^sion  here  of  the  13tb  blen-  | 
nial  meeting  of  the  National  ChiisUan 
Council  of  China  attended  by  delegates 
from  all  parts  of  the  country  and  repre-  ' 
sentative  chiU'chmen  from  the  United  * 
SUtes  and  Great  BrtUin. 

Delegates  appeared  to  be  unanimously 
agreed  that  the  Christian  Church  must 
keep  working  in  the  Oommimist-held 
areas.  They  added,  however,  that  the 
decision  to  stay  or  not  to  stay  must  be 
left  to  the  individual  missionary,  and 
ways  and  means  of  carrying  on  must 
vary  according  to  local  conditions. 

One  delegate,  who  said  he  spoke  from 
ten  years’  experience  as  a  missionary, 
declared  that  In  his  area,  whatever  the 
fate  of  outside  workers,  the  Chinese  pas¬ 
tor  can  carry  on  “If  he  has  a  stout  heart 
and  a  strong  back.’’ 

“Communists,”  he  said,  “dp  not  per¬ 
mit  church  members  to  contribute  to 
the  support  of  their  pastor,  so  be  must 
earn  his  living  as  a  farmer,  or  In  wme 
other  work.  As  only  smfLll  meetings  are 
permitted,  be  cannot  call  his  flocks 
gether,  but  must  go  to  them,  generally 
on  foot.  He  must  dress  like  a  common 
laborer.  He  must  be  humble,  patient, 
and  able  to  endure  persecution.” 

The  Chinese  pastor's  greatest  protec¬ 
tion.  the  delegate  asserted.  Is  bis  char¬ 
acter  and  conduct.  “Communists  go 
about,”  he  disclosed,'  “asking  about  him 
from  his  neighbors.  If  they  give  a  good 
report,  the  pastor  is  safe.’’ 

Several  speakers  agreed  that  In  places 
where  a  church  cannot  be  maintained, 
tt  is  still  possible  to  conduct  hospitals 
as  “a  means  of  Christian  witness.’’ 

“Ihere  Is  no  Communist  surgery,  no 
Communist  medicines,’’  one  delegate 
pointed  out,  adding  that  "the  need  for 
hospitals  Is  great,  and  for  that  reason 
Communists  In  many  regions  allow 
Christian  hospitals  to  stay.”

FUNDS  tl 

At  its  semi-annual  meeting  In  Octo-  U 
her  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  care-  E 
fully  reviewed  the  administration  of  c 
relief  funds  by  the  Relief  Ckimmlttee  o 
of  the  Board.  After  registering  its  un-  s 
animous  support  of  the  adminlstra-  t 
tlon  the  Board  requested  that  the  fol-  £ 
lowing  statement  he  made  to  our  Sou-  v 
them  Baptist  constituency: 

The  Relief  Committee  of  the  For-  t, 
eign  Mission  Board  was  set  up  on  in¬ 
structions  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  to  administer  relief  as  a 
separate  undertaking  from  our  regu¬ 
lar  foreign  missionary  program.  It 
was  clearly  understood  that  contribu¬ 
tions  received  for  relief  were  to  be 
used  to  help  feed  and  clothe  dlstltute 
people  in  any  areas  where  sever  and 
desperate  need  existed. 

From  time  to  time,  the  Relief  Com- 
mltte  has  reported  to  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  concerning  the  policies  of  its  ad¬ 
ministration.  In  the  May  Issue  of  The 
Baptist  Program  a  report  was  given 
showing  that  it’s  administration  has 
been  based  upon  the  following 
principles:  (1)  To  use  relief  funds 
in  areas  of  greatest  human  de¬ 
stitution  and  misery.  (2)  To  distribute 
relief  through  Baptist  agencies  and 
channels  wherever  they  are  available 
in  areas  of  destitution.  (3)  To  give  pri¬ 
ority  to  the  needs  of  destitute  Baptists 
in  all  so-eas  where  they  can  be  reached. 

(4)  In  areas  where  no  Baptist  chan¬ 
nels  exist,  the  committee  has  sought  to 
use  the  next  most  effective  and  de¬ 
pendable  channels  for  reaching  desti¬ 
tute  people  with  help.  In  many  cases, 
other  channels  had  to  be  used  to  get 
help  to  various  Baptist  groups  in  Eu¬ 
rope,  with  which  our  committee  had 
no  direct  contact. 

For  a  year  or  more  following  the  sur¬ 
render  of  Germany,  relief,  either  in 
the  form  of  money  to  be  administered 
on  the  field  or  in  the  form  of  clothing 
and  food  could  be  sent  into  Europe 
only  through  channels  having  govern¬ 
ment  approval.  Government  authori¬ 
ties  refused  to  certify  individual  de-  , 
nominational  relief  agencies.  For  this 
reason,  an  organization  called  Church 
World  Service  was  formed  and  was 
given  government  recognition  to  han¬ 
dle  relief  supplies  for  the  various  de¬ 
nominations  as  they  requested. 
Through  this  agency,  the  Relief  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
was  able  to  reach  Baptist  groups  in 
Europe  and  thousands  of  other  starv¬ 
ing  people  many  months  earlier  than 
they  could  have  been  reached  through 
any  other  means.  This  organization 
was  able  to  establish  purchasing  and 
shipping  facilities,  set  up  warehouses 
for  receiving  shipments  in  other  lands, 
provide  for  clearing  customs  and  se¬ 
curing  entrance  permits,  and  to  ar¬ 
range  for  many  other  details  at  a 
time  when  individual  groups  working 
separately  could  not  possibly  have 
done  these  things.  * 

Among  other  agencies  used  by  the 
Relief  Committee  of  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  to  send  aid  to  areas  of 
severe  destitution  where  no  Southern 
Baptist  representatives  were  located 
were  The  Friends  Service  Committee,

lief  Committee.  FOr  a  short  period  of 
of  food  in  aU  the.world  developed  in 
India  and  Burma,  where  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  people  starved.  The  Re¬ 
lief  Committee  of  the  Fbrelgn  Mission 
Board  had  no  shipping,  purchasing,  re¬ 
ceiving  and  distributing  agencies  of  its 
own  in  that  area.  Aid  was  therefore 
sent  through  the  Relief  Committee  of 
the  American  Baptist  Foreign  Mission 
Society  of  the  Northern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention. 

Following  the  meeting  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  World  Alliance  in  Copenhagen  in 
1947,  channels  were  set  up  for  hand¬ 
ling  relief  in  Europe  through  the  relief 
committee  of  the  Baptist  World  Al¬ 
liance. 

All  funds  and  materials  contributed 
through  the  Relief  Committee  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  are  now  distri¬ 
buted  through  Baptist  relief  channels 
in  Europe  and  Asia.  Urgent  appeals 
are  being  made  for  immediate  help  for 
the  following  purposes:  (1)  Displaced 
Baptists  In  Europe,  (2)  Baptist  refu¬ 
gees  from  the  Balkans,  (3)  Baptists 
in  Austria  and  Germuiy,  (4)  Baptists 
in  Northern  and  Southern  Europe,  (5) 
shipments  of  clothing  to  Asia  and  Eu¬ 
rope.

BOOK  REVIEW 

THE  HOLY. WAR,  by  John  Bunyan 
Pages  might  well  be  devoted  to  the 
proper  review  of  this  new -and  beautiful 
edition  of  The  BMy  War,  by  John  Bun¬ 
yan,  traveling  tinker  as  well  as  prince 
of  preee  writers  in  the  Puritan  Age  In 
which  be  lived. 

Dr.  Wilbur  M.  Smith,  general  editor 
of  the  Wyclifle  series  ol  which  this  Is 
the  third  volume,  makes  use  of  a  state¬ 
ment  by  the  ttterary  Macaulay  whldi 
is  worUiy  Ol  consideration;  "The  style 
of  Bunyan  is  dehghtfui  to  every  reader, 
and  iHvaJuable  ns  a  study  to  every  per¬ 
son  who  urtabes  to  otadaln  a  wide  cona- 
mand  over  the  BigUMi  language.  The 
voenhutory  la  the  vocabulary  of  the 
oonunon  people.  There  la  not  an  e»- 
preanioB,  if  we  except  a  few  technioal 
terms  of  thetoogy.  which  would  pumle 
the  rudest  peamnL  We  have  observed 
several  which  do  not  contain  A 

word  of  more  than  two  syllables. 

. . .  There  Is  no  book  in  our  literature  on 
which  we  couW  so  readOy  stake  the  lame 
of  the  old  unpolluted  Eugliah  language.

HOLCOMt  LAIELS  LIQUOR 
SELLERS  'HELL  tUZZ ARDS' 

BlasUnf  the  propoaed  state  control 
of  liquor  sales.  Dr.  W.  X<.  Holcomb, 
head  of  the  temperance  department 
of  the  Mississippi  Baptists,  Tuesday 
night  compared  those  who  sell  liquor 
to  “skunks’*  and  "buzzards  of  hell.** 
Speaking  before  the  State  Baptist 
cenrention  at  the  First  Baptist  rhareh, 
the  rehement  temperance  head  scath¬ 
ed  the  “beer  crowd  and  the  liqnor 
crowd.” 

Referring  to  proponents  of  state- 
controlled  liquor  sales.  Dr.  Holcomb 
said: 

‘•They  say"  he  stated,  “Are  we  go¬ 
ing  to  let  the  bootleggers  sell  it  (li¬ 
quor)  and  get  all  the  money  or  are  we 
going  to  let  decent,  respectable  citi¬ 
zens  sell  it  and  give  some  of  the 
money  to  the  state?” 

“If  you’ll  show  me  a  decent  respect¬ 
able  citizen  selling  liquor.  I’ll  show 
you  a  decent,  sweet-smelling  skunk," 
he  shouted. 

“We  hare  let  the  liqnor  crowds  and 
the  beer  crowds  pass  off  as  respectibie 
citizens,"  be  continued.  “Our  respecti¬ 
bie  business  men  hare  rubbed  should¬ 
ers  with  bootleggers.” 

He  farther  called  those  who  sell  li¬ 
quor  “butxard}  of  heU.”  * 

Dr.  Holcomb  quoted  statistics  to  the 
effect  that  50  to  95  per  cent  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  crime  wave  is  traceable  to  drink, 
and  that  a  large  part  of  this  crime  is 
committed  by  ‘teen-agers. 

“There  is  a  drifting  on  the  part  of 
our  Christian  people  into  apathy  and 
into  outright  sin,”  Dr.  Holcomb  charg¬ 
ed.  “We  have  lost  our  sin  conscious¬ 
ness.” 


$10,000  RAISED  ON 
McADAMS  BUILDING  FUND 
Plont  Tb  Build  In  Sprinf 

October  24  was  Building  Fund  Day 
at  McAdams  Church  in  Attala  County 
Dr.  Roy  Beaman,  of  the  New  Orleans 
Seminary  faculty,  brought  two  mes¬ 
sages  on  stewardship.  This  was  the 
second  day  to  be  given  to  the  building 
fund,  and  a  total  of  $10,000  has  been 
received. 

The  new  building  will  be  built  in 
the  spring  and  will  provide  an  audi¬ 
torium  with  a  seating  capacity  of  $00 
and  15  classrooms.  The  blue  prints, 
which  have  already  been  adopted, 
were  suggested  by  the  Department  of 
Church  Architecture  of  the  Sunday 
School  Board.
